leaders were quietly trying to find 
a way to sidetrack the measure 
without hurting anyone. Opponents 
expressed confidence it was dead. 
They said the only question was 
when and how it would be buried. 


The house worked today on the 


annual appropriation bill for the 
District of Columbia. Leaders hop- 
ed it could be passed before night- 
fall.

Only a min- 
ority with deep convictions facing 
a majority with weak convictions 
can under the present rules con- 
duct a filibuster. If the yeas were 
as sure that the anti-lynching bill 
is right and necessary as the min- 
ority are that it is wrong and un- 
necessary, the majority could pass 
the bill in forty-eight hours. 


The fact that the majority do not 


do this is proof, as definite proof as 
could be wanted, that there is no

considered and convinced 


majority in favor of the bill. It is 
proof too that to pass the bill under 
these circumstances is to override a 
convinced 
minority.

Urge New Type of Barn to 
Reduce Fire, Wind Hazards 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — The Wisconsin rural 


countryside of thc future, dotted 
with fire-proof, storm proof, well 
ventilated, lighted, sanitary, com- 
fortable and low cost modern barns, 
was described to several thousand 
Wisconsin farmer.; here today at 
one of thc engineering sessions of 
Farm and Home Week at the state 
College of Agriculture. 


S. A. Witzel, extension agricul- 


tural engineer, called attention to 
conditions which he believes call 
for changes in barn construction in 
the future. Important among them 
are the constant fire hazard and the 
annual toll from storms, he said. In 
Wisconsin alone 515 barns were 
burned last year with a loss to 
farmers of $1,656.000 during 1937, 
while 250 others were wrecked bv 
storms or tornadoes. 


To reduce these losses Witzel en- 


visioned new barns built to a more 
general use of the single story, san- 
itary, fire proof structure, wi'th hay 
chopped and stored compactly in 
silo-like structures some distance 
away from thc dairy bam. With 
such a system of housing herds, he 
pointed out, there will be no hay 
or straw to burn. 


Silsge Is Factor 


The advent of alfalfa silage has 


encouraged engineers to indulge in 
hopes lor the one-story barn, said 
Witzel. 
This, they found, inesnt 


that the dairy "cow would have to 
subsist on a diet of silage — both 
corn 
and 
alfalfa — and so they 


started to look further. The next 
step was the bin method of storing 
hay. The purpose of this new meth- 
od of hay making^they explair«d, 


was to reduce waste and labor. This 
cut hay, it was said, is easy to han- 
dle, reasonably safe from spontane- 
ous combustion, and requires less 
storage space. 


Then, the engineers asked, why 


not build a separate structure for 
storing this dry cut hay? 
The 


chances for a fire would be scarce 
j 


according to Witzel. 
i 


"As we view the one-story barn ] 


we find it to be a structure reason- 
able in cost ^and especially well 
adapted to the use of such local 
materials as stone, sand, and gravel. 
Of 
course, 
it can be thoroughly 


ventilated, properly lighted and ar- 
ranged to meet all sanitary require- 
ments. In fact, a little careful plan- 
ning will provide a buildin? that 
not only is a'food factory but one 
that looks its part. 


"This is the barn of tomorrow. It 


is the ultimate in everything from 
cow comfort to feed efficiency with 
thc least possible labor hours and 
thc elimination of fatigue as far i 
as possible. If this is the type of 
barn planning we choose, costs will' 
be lowered.

WHO IS THE HEAD OF A 


FAMILY 


A taxpayer, though single, who 


supports and maintains 
in 
one 


household one or more individuals 
who are closely connected with 
him by blood relationship, rela- 
tionship by marriage, or by adop- 
tion, and whose right to exercise 
family control and provide for these 
dependent individuals is based up- 
on some moral or legal obligation, 
is the head of a family and en- 
titled to the same exemption al- 
lowed a married person — $2,500. 
Also he may claim a $400 credit 
for each dependent, if such 
de- 


pendent person is under 18 years 
of age or is by reason of advanced 
age or poor health (mental or phy- 
sical) incapable of self-support. For 
example, a widower who supports 
in one household an aged mother 
and a daughter 17 years old is en- 
titled to an exemption of $2.500 as 
head of a family plus a credit of 
$400 for each dependent, a total of 
$3.300. 
The $400 credit, however, 


does not apply to the wife or hus- 
band of a taxpayer, though one 
may be totally dependent upon 
the other. 


Several factors are involved in 


determining whether a person who 
files a return as the head of a 
family is to be thus classified. The 
clement of cither legal or financial 
dependency must exist. A taxpay- 
er who supports in his home minor 
children over whom he exercises 
family control is classified as the 
head of a family, even though the 
children may have an income of 
their own sufficient for their main- 
tenance. 
If he does not support 


them, by reason of their own in- 
come, but docs 
exercise family 


control, he cannot be classified as 
the head of a family. 


If an individual supported is an 


adult and there rests upon the tax- 
payer a moral or legal obligation to 
provide a home and care for such 
individual, the exemption as the 
head of a family is allowed, pro- 
vided the individual is financially 
dependent If the individual is not 
financially dependent, the exemp- 
tion, even though the 
taxpayer 


maintains the common home and 
furnishes the chief support, does 
not apply. 


For income-tax purposes there 


can be only one head of a family 
and the exemption cannot be di- 
vided. Not infrequently claims for 
the $2,500 exemption are received 
from two or more members of a 
family. 


It should be remembered that a 


single person, whether or not the 
head of a family, is required to 
file a return if his or her net in- 
come for 1937 was $1.000 or more, 
regardless of whether the return 
is nontaxable by reason of the $2,- 
500 exemption.

NLKB CANNOT BE TRIPPED BY 


INJUNCTION 


The unanimous decision of the supreme 


court of the United States deciding that 
no injunction may stop the National Labor 
Relations Board from its right to hold a 
hearing upon a complaint may be classed 
as a ''sweeping victory" for labor, but, 
aside from any legalistic view it must be 
accepted as the soundest sort of sense and, 
in addition, will result in a more orderly 
and straightforward decision of every con- 
troversy. 


The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 


tion sought to stop the Board from pro- 
ceeding against it upon the ground that it 
was not engaged in interstate commerce 
and therefore the Board lacked jurisdic- 
tion. Had it been successful in its right 
to an immediate hearing upon its claim 
quite often two suits with all attendant 
delay would have resulted instead of one. 
First there would have been a trial to 
see whether the Board could proceed and, 
often after that another trial by the Board 
with an appeal to the courts to decide 
whether it proceeded correctly. 


Justice Brandeis put the proposition 


well when he said: 


"Lawsuits often prove to have been 


groundless, but no way has been dis- 
covered of relieving a defendant from 
the necessity of a trial to establish the 
fact." 
Sometimes people, satisfied that a city 


council will make improper disposition 
of some matter before that body, wish to 
apply to the courts to enjoin the council 
from acting at all. That presupposes that 
the council will act improperly 
even 


though it hasn't as yet acted. 
Although 


an argument can be made to support such 
a move, as arguments go, the more order- 
ly, cheapest, quickest and fairest proce- 
dure is to permit the body to act, and if 
it has done wrong appeal to the courts 
for redress. 


Any other procedure would be clumsy 


and increase litigation immensely since an 
open hearing before the body or board 
concerned may result in an entirely cor- 
rect conclusion. 


The decision of the supreme court 


should be hailed for its effect in obtaining 
prompt decisions, one of the most impor- 
tant factors always to be kept in mind 
in every dispute.

no injunction may stop the National Labor 
Relations Board from its right to hold a 
hearing upon a complaint may be classed 
as a "sweeping victory" for labor, but, 
aside from any legalistic view it must be 
accepted as the soundest sort of sense and, 
in addition, will result in a more orderly 
and straightforward decision of every con- 
troversy. 


The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 


tion sought to stop the Board from pro- 
ceeding against it upon the ground that it 
was not engaged in interstate commerce 
and therefore the Board lacked jurisdic- 
tion. Had it been successful in its right 
to an immediate hearing upon its claim 
quite often two suits with all attendant 
delay would have resulted instead of one. 
First there would have been a trial to 
see whether the Board could proceed and, 
often after that another trial by the Board 
with an appeal to the courts to decide 
whether it proceeded correctly. 


Justice Brandeis put the proposition 


well when he said: 


"Lawsuits often prove to have been 


groundless, but no way has been dis- 
covered of relieving a defendant from 
the necessity of a trial to establish the 
fact." 
Sometimes people, satisfied that a city 


council will make improper disposition 
of some matter before that body, wish to 
apply to the courts to enjoin the council 
from acting at" all. That presupposes that 
the council will act 
improperly 
even 


though it hasn't as yet acted. Although 
an argument can be made to support such 
a move, as arguments go, the more order- 
ly, cheapest, quickest and fairest proce- 
dure is to permit the body to act, and if 
it has done wrong appeal to the courts 
for redress. 


Any other procedure would be clumsy 


and increase litigation immensely since an 
open hearing before the body or board 
concerned may result in an entirely cor- 
rect conclusion. 


The decision of the supreme court 


should be hailed for its effect in obtaining 
prompt decisions, one of the most impor- 
tant factors always to be kept in mind 
in every dispute. 


THE GREEKS HAVE A WORD FOR IT 


It should not be forgotten that the iron 


dictatorship now existing in Greece start- 
ed out as a very friendly affair. 


Although its onset was somewhat com- 


parable to the advent of Hitler in Ger- 
many it did not embrace severity with the 
speed the Nazis developed as soon as they 
had hold of the cabin and the wheel. We 
must always make allowances for the dif- 
ferent personalities that have their eyes 
focused or their ambitions trained toward 
tyranny. It is as though typhoid or some 
other disease took hold of different men. 
With some the fever mounts immediately, 
while with others it 
pursues a slower 


course. Yet with all it is typhoid just 
the same. 


Premier Metaxas found the easiest way 


to overcome opposition was arrest. So he 
arrested far and wide. Those arrested are 
accused of nothing more than holding 
opinions contrary to those of the Premier, 
although in first-class soap box style Me- 
taxas announces that the arrests were 
necessary in order that "the Greek people 
may regain their rights.'' 


Thus with the articulate 
opposition 


sprinkled over a few barren isles the Pre- 
mier announces that the government will 
proceed "by decree" which contains some 
element of candor now that it is safe to 
be somewhat candid. 


It is seldom indeed that a government 


starts on the road to dictatorship and ever 
stops before it has gone the entire length. 
And yet it is just as seldom that the peo- 
ple appear to become aware of the fact 
until it is too late to resist. 
Now the 


army rules Greece. And the army takes 
orders from the Man on Horseback. So 
long as this rider spends sufficient of the 
national income in paying that army he 
is relatively safe. Most such riders real- 
ize this fact full well and act accordingly. 


But it is an old story to the Greeks. 


It has happened to them many times. 


THE CONTROL OF THE COMMISSION 


The Wisconsin Public Service Commis- 


sion has rejected the refinancing plan pro- 
posed 'for and by the Northern States 
Power Company of Eau Claire. 


It has criticized and disapproved inter- 


company transactions between that com- 
pany and another operating company ap-

parently members of the same chain and 
directed by the same holding company. 


Sufficient facts were not detailed in 


the news item to present in full the 
claims upon both sides of the controversy. 
Perhaps, as is often the fact in cases of 
this kind, the details would require too 
much space to print. 


But the case may be confidently cited 


with numerous others to indicate the con- 
trol which under our law the government 
has over its utilities if—and the word 
needs emphasis—it will exercise its au- 
thority. 


Not only may the state make the rate 


schedules but it may supervise the finan- 
cial structure of the operating company, 
approve or disapprove its security issues, 
and even regulate the payment of divi- 
dends in order that the company may 
not be weakened and thus fail in its boun- 
den obligation to provide the sort and ex- 
tent of service demanded by the public. 


With all this practical power resting 


in the authority of the state no logical 
reason is evident why the state itself 
should raise money by taxation to invest 
in such utilities. 


If the state will not use its authority 


—as some states do not—what good reason 
is there to suppose that it would employ 
great wisdom in the direction of the af- 
fairs of a privately owned utility taken 
over by it.

Full- 
fledged pellagra is more common 
among the poor white population 
in the south, but milder, perhaps 
unrecognized, cases occur frequent- 
ly among the middle class and 
even the well-to-do in the north, 
in the experience of physicians who 
are well informed about nutritional 
deficiencies and on the look-out for 
the earlier manifestations. 


The cause of pellagra is inade- 


quate supply of vitamin G in the 
daily diet. Best food sources of vita- 
min G are liver, fresh beef, egg 
yolk, beet greens, fresh milk, water- 
cress, spinach, green peas, dried 
peas, wheat germ, plain wheat; and 
the richest source is dried yeast, 
which is commonly used as a food 
supplement, both to prevent and to 
cure pellagra.

Calver, physician for congress, hit 
upon an idea he thought would re- 
duce the percentage of congres- 
sional sniffles.

sniffle more than the average run 
of citizens, perhaps not as much 
since they live a more sequestered 
life and the places where they 
work are air-conditioned. 


Yet a few were occaionally re- 


ported up with eyes red from cold 
germs. So a while back Dr. Calver 
spent several weeks in a labora- 
tory working on a cold preventive. 
There were several on the market 
and he experimented, refining a 
technique of his own which he felt 
certain would be harmless and like- 
ly beneficial. 


Last session he took on volun- 


teers, including a number of mem- 
bers of congress. His test group 
included 50. To them he began giv- 
ing pills which come under the 
head of "oral vaccines" since you 
swallow them instead of having 
them scratched into your arm— or 
into your thigh if you arc on the 
society side. 


Each patient — including the mem- 


bers of congress — took one small 
white pellet daily, a half-hour be- 
fore breakfast, for a week. After 
that it was two a week.

closed, thus saving pike going into 
the river for spawning. The small 
lakes which are closed Jan. 15 are 
Butte des Morts, Little Butte des 
Morts, Winneconne, and Poygan. 


Defeat General Opening- 


A motion to open these inland 


lakes to conform with the ice fish- 
ing season on Lake Winnebago was 
defeated, 25 to 21. 


Several club members contended 


that inhabitants from the southern 
and northern part of the state and 
even Illinois are coming to Lake 
Winnebago when the lakes in their 
region are closed,' and they dispar- 
aged the movement of the Winne- 
bagoland Inc., which 
advertises 


Lake Winnebago to other parts of 
the state and nation, drawing out- 
side persons to fish here.

.entire winter, contending that they 
might as well get what they can in- 
stead of saving the fish for outsid- 
ers to catch in the summer, it was 
pointed out by the advocates for 
closing the winter season, that pike 
fishing on Lake Winnebago is not 
up to par.

To Map Planting 


On Graph Paper 


Use Wooden Stakes. String 


To Transfer Flan to 


Outdoor Beds 


Planning a garden is most suc- 


cessfully done to scale on paper. 
This might sound like a job for a 
draftsman, but if ruled graph paper 
is used, the task is quite simple. 
Such paper can be bought by the 
sheet or pad. 


Each square may 
represent 
a 


unit of measure in the garden plan, 
one foot square, two or five as de- 
sired. The first move is to get the 
length and width of the garden. 
Then outline the area on the pa- 
per on the selected scale. 
It is 


now possible to figure 
out 
the 


space you with to give to each 
plantation and mark it off on the 
plan, writing in the name of the 
variety which is to occupy it. 


The same method is pursued with 


the vegetable or flower garden. The 
latter is sometimes moie difficult 
because of the more complicated 
forms of beds and the irregular 
lines of borders. But all can be 
easily platted on the ruled paper. 
Start your plan as far in advance 
of outdoor operations as possible; 
you will need plenty of time to 
consider it. and make changes. 


To transfer the plan to the gar- 


den area, wooden stakes and string 
are used to lay out the boundaries, 
borders, beds and paths. It is best 
to lay out the paths first, and spade 
up all the ground that is to be 
spaded; then set the final stakes and 
lines on soil which is ready for 
planting. 


A little practice with the ruled 


paper will make it easy to record 
the plan which you have conceived: 
but whether this will be a good 
plan or not depends upon you. Gar- 
den design is definitely an art; 
and to do it well requires thought 
and study.

Ceylon family, or serious illness, 
and not enough money to pay for 
it, the head of the house can go 
to an Afghan 
money-lender and 


obtain the money he needs. That 
is fine, or seems fine, but when 
the date comes there is heavy in- 
terest to pay. Before getting their 
loans paid back, many Ccylonese 
pay more interest than the amount 


I of the loan! 


Most of the stores in Colombo 


have open fronts. We look in and 
see that one store sells dried fish, 
fruit, .spices and clay dishes. Next 
door there is a shop with many 
baskets, but the baskets are not 
what the dealer sells. 
They con- 


tain chickens and other poultry. 
The birds are waiting for custo- 
mers to buy them and take them 
home. Fowls in Ceylon are sold 
alive, not "dressed" as at our meat 
markets.
